LAKE GEORGE, N. Y.f July 13 — 
Finishing alone out of a field of 110 
entries in the Lake George marathon 
swim, Edward F. Keating,

York City, emerged from the icy wa 
ters shortly after 4:30 this morning, 
after a gruelling swim of 18 hours and 
47 minutes, during which time Ie 
swam more than 25 miles. 
K eating's 
victory was complete 
One by one the other contestants had 
dropped out, and his nearest rival, 
Mrs. Lucy Diamond, of Brooklyn, was 


taken from the water shortly after 
2 o’clock, five miles from the finish 
Apparently in splendid condition, 
Keating came ashore at the Fort WU 
liam Henry dock unaided. He showed 
little signs of strain after the trying 
swim, which started from Hague-On- 
Lake George at 9:45 yesterday morn 
ing.

The Bankers’ Conference 
Tile conference between the heads of the banks of England, 
France ‘and Germany and the head of the New York Federal Bank 
is probably one of the most important of the many economic con­ 
ferences since the World War. The various financial problems con­ 
fronting the United States and its European neighbors are com­ 
plicated. In many ways their respective interests are in conflict. 
Easier credit conditions and trade revival, highly desirable to 
Great Britain, would not be particularly welcome to this country 
because they would involve even easier credit conditions here and 
a reduction in the American re-discount rate. 
France wants 
larger gold resources as a basis for establishing the metallic 
standard, but dreads the accompanying deflation. Germany wants 
both gold, like France, and broader markets like England. 
The financial conference can hardly be expected to reconcile 
all the conflicting conditions and needs.

The Bankers’ Conference 
The conference between the heads of the banks of England, 
France and Germany and the head of the New York Federal Bank 
is probably one of the moat important of the many economic con­ 
ferences since the World War. The various linancial problems con­ 
fronting the United States and its European neighbors are com­ 
plicated. 
In many ways their respective interests are in conflict. 
Ea sier credit conditions and trade revival, highly desirable to 
Great Britain, would not be particularly welcome to this country 
because they would involve even easier credit conditions here and 
a reduction in the American re-discount rate. 
France wants 
larger gold resources as a basis for establishing the metallic 
standard, but dreads the accompanying deflation. Germany wants 
both gold, like France, and broader markets like England. 
The financial conference can hardly be expected to reconcile 
all the conflicting conditions and needs. The hopeful thing about 
it, however, is the fact that it brings together the best banking 
opinion of the world in a co-operative and open minded spirit 
which ought to make for a minimum amount of friction. Possibly, 
too, it will really accomplish something constructive and helpful 
in world financial readjustment.

sort, when they may mediate or sleep or invite their souls as 
they will. Nerves relax, tensions slip away, domestic worries fade 
cut for a while, life values become clearer.
